No Charges in DOJ Hirings 


NEW YORK I No criminal prosecutions are 
planned for former Justice Department offi- 
cials accused of allowing politics to influ- 
ence the hiring of prosecutors, immigration 
judges and other career government law- 
yers, Attorney General Michael Mukasey 
said Tuesday. 

Mukasey used his sharpest words yet to 
criticize the senior leaders who took part in or 
failed to stop illegal hiring practices during the 
tenure of his predecessor, Alberto Gonzales. 


But, he told delegates to the American 
Bar Association annual meeting, “Not every 
wrong, or even every violation of the law, 
is a crime. In this instance, the two joint 
reports found only violations of the civil 
service laws.” 

Other intrusions of Bush administration 
politics into department hirings and firings 
remain under investigation. Justice officials 
say the attorney general’s remarks do not pre- 
clude criminal prosecutions if wrongdoing is 


found in the firing of nine 
U.S. attorneys in 2006 and 
the hiring practices in the 
department’s civil rights 
division. 

The political controver- 
sies prompted Gonzales’ 
resignation last year. 
Senate Judiciary 
Committee Chairman Patrick Leahy said 
Mukasey “seems intent on insulating 
this administration from accountability.”

Report: Iraq Contractors Paid $85B 


Study details military’s 
increasing reliance on 
private military help 

WASHINGTON! Military contracts in 
the Iraq theater have cost taxpay- 
ers at least $85 billion, and when 
it conies to providing security, they 
might not be any cheaper than using 
military personnel, according to a 
report released Tuesday. 

The Congressional Budget 
Office report comes on the heels 
of increased scrutiny of contrac- 
tors in the last year, some of whom 
have been investigated in connec- 
tion with shooting deaths of Iraqis 
and the accidental electrocutions 
of U.S. troops. 

The United States has relied 
more heavily on contractors in Iraq 
than in any other war to provide 
services ranging from food ser- 
vice to guarding diplomats. About

20 percent of funding for opera- 
tions in Iraq has gone to contrac- 
tors, the report said. 

Currently, there are at least

In N.Y, Conflict Hits Home 


Brooklyn’s sizable 
Georgian population 
frets over nation’s fate 

NEW YORK I Khatuna Baghaturia 
has spent countless hours in the 
last week talking on the phone 
with relatives back in Georgia and 
watching the bloodshed on the 
TV as her native country waged 
war with Russia. As if the sight of 
Russian troops laying waste to her 
homeland weren’t enough, her three 
children happen to be vacationing 
in Georgia. 

“Every bomb — we hope it’s going 


to be the last,” said Baghaturia, who 
lives in Brooklyn and whose children 
have managed to stay out of harm’s 
way. “It’s like a bad dream.” 

The 37-year-old is one of about 
20,000 Georgians living in the 
United States and about 5,000 
in New York City — home to the 
nation’s largest Georgian popu- 
lation. 

They have spent the past five 
days making frantic phone calls 
home and praying in crowd- 
ed churches in Brooklyn, where 
Georgians are scattered in differ- 
ent neighborhoods. 

Baghaturia is a former teacher 


who now runs a restaurant called 
Tbilisi in the Sheepshead Bay sec- 
tion of Brooklyn. The borough is 
home to a sizable Russian popula- 
tion, creating the odd juxtaposition 
of people from two warring coun- 
tries living side by side. 

“They try to support us, they 
understand us; they come and say 
that, you know, we are really sorry, 
and we are your friends — and we 
are, we are,” Baghaturia said. 

Last weekend, there was no 
entertainment at Tbilisi. 

“We said, ‘People are dying; 
we can’t sing and dance here,”’

Lennon’s 
Killer Won’t 
Get Parole 

Chapman s chance 
to get out of prison 
is denied for 5th time 

ALBANY, N.Y. I John Lennon’s killer 
was denied parole for a fifth time 
Tuesday by a board that said he 
remains a threat to the public. 

Mark David Chapman will 
remain in New York’s Attica 
Correctional Facility for at least 
two more years for gunning down 
the former Beatle in 1980. 

Chapman, 53, has been in prison 
for 27 years since pleading guilty to 
the murder, which he has said he 
committed to gain attention. 

In a decision issued after 
Chapman’s appearance Tuesday, 
parole board members said they 
denied his parole “due to concern for 
the public safety and welfare.” 

The parole board said that 
although Chapman has had a clean 
disciplinary record since 1994, he 
told board members during the 
hearing that he planned and con- 
ducted Lennon’s killing “with an 
essentially clear mind.” 

Considering that, the board 
said, his release “would not be in 
the best interest of the community.”

Muslim Guerrillas Withdraw 
From Villages After Fighting 

Muslim guerrillas, some carrying 
their dead, began withdrawing from 
several occupied southern Philippine 
farming villages Tuesday following 
fierce fighting with government 
troops that displaced nearly 160,000 
civilians during harvest time, offi- 
cials said. Nearly 3,000 troops and 
police, backed by bomber aircraft, 
regained control of two occupied

Female Suicide Bomber Kills 
2, Narrowly Misses Governor 

A female suicide bomber blasted 
an Iraqi convoy north of Baghdad 
on Tuesday, killing two people but 
narrowly missing a provincial gov- 
ernor in the second suicide attack 
by a woman in Diyala province in 
as many days. Gov. Raad Rashid 
al-Tamimi ordered an indefinite cur- 
few in Diyala’s capital of Baqouba, 
where the attack occurred, (ap) 


Georgia says attacks 
go on after Kremlin 
agrees to cease-fire 

TBILISI, GEORGIA I Declaring “the 
aggressor has been punished,” the 
Kremlin ordered a halt Tuesday 
to Russia’s devastating assault 
on Georgia — five days of air and 
ground attacks that left homes in 
smoldering ruins and uprooted 
100,000 people. 

Georgia said the bombs and 
shells were still coming hours after 
the cease-fire was declared, and its 
president, Mikhail Saakashvili, said 
Russia’s aim all along was not to 
gain control of two disputed prov- 
inces but to “destroy” the smaller 
nation, a former Soviet state and 
current U.S. ally. 

Russian President Dmitry 
Medvedev, speaking in Moscow, 
said Georgia had paid enough for its 
attack on South Ossetia, a separat- 
ist region along the Russian border 
with close ties to Russia. 


“The aggressor has been pun- 
ished and suffered very significant 
losses. Its military has been disor- 
ganized,” Medvedev said. 

Still, the president ordered 


his defense minister at a televised 
Kremlin meeting: “If there are any 
emerging hotbeds of resistance or 
any aggressive actions, you should 
take steps to destroy them.” 


Hours later, Saakashvili told 
reporters that he accepted the 
cease-fire plan negotiated by French 
President Nicolas Sarkozy. 

Hundreds, perhaps thousands, 
were believed to have died since 
Georgia launched its crackdown on 
South Ossetia on Thursday, draw- 
ing the punishing response from its 
much larger northern neighbor. A 
Russian estimate put the figure at 
2,000 killed. 

There was evidence Russian 
forces were attacking Georgian 
targets within hours of Medvedev’s 
televised order, if not after. An 
Associated Press reporter saw 135 
Russian military vehicles headed 
toward the Kodori Gorge, the last 
Russian stronghold in Abkhazia. 

Georgian officials said Russia 
was attacking their troops in 
the gorge, but a commander in 
Abkhazia said only local forces, 
not Russian ones, were involved 
in push the Georgians out of the 
region.

'Open War’ for Pakistan 


Taliban blast kills up 
to 14 in response to 
offensives in northwest 

PESHAWAR, PAKISTAN | The 
Pakistani Taliban declared “open 
war” Tuesday in response to military 
offensives in the northwest, saying 
it staged a bombing that destroyed 
an air force truck and killed up to 
14 people, including a child. 

Authorities, meanwhile, investi- 
gated whether an insurgent reported 
killed in one of the military opera- 
tions was a senior al-Qaeda com- 
mander. The offensive in the Bajur 
tribal area reportedly has killed 160 
people and caused tens of thousands 
to flee to camps farther north. 

The blast in Peshawar, the 
main city on the restive frontier 
with Afghanistan, escalated the

conflict in a region where the new 
government is struggling to con- 
tain increasingly brazen militants. 
It dealt another blow to efforts to 
strike peace deals with hard-liners 
in the Swat Valley and other areas, 
pacts that U.S. officials contend 
would strengthen extremists. 

“It is an open war between 
us and them,” Pakistani Taliban 
spokesman Maulvi Umar told The 
Associated Press. “If these kinds of 
operations continue against us in 
Swat and in the tribal areas, we will 
continue this.” 

Pakistani officials could not be 
reached for comment or declined to 
react to the Taliban’s statement. 

The bomb hit the air force 
truck as it crossed a bridge outside 
Peshawar. The blast tore a hole in the 
bridge deck and reduced the truck 
to a smoldering wreck, riaz khan (ap)

Budget-conscious 
consumers don’t seem 
to be cutting out vices 

LONDON I As a global recession 
looms, what better way to cope than 
to eat, drink and be merry? 

Even as consumers face soaring 
energy costs, rising food prices and 
higher mortgages, it seems they’re 
not prepared to forgo many of life’s 
little treats — alcohol, cigarette 
and candy makers are all reporting 
healthy sales amid the gloom. 

“I would never give it up — not 
unless I was dying of alcohol poi- 
soning or something,” said Kelly 
Piggeln, a 62-year-old retired nanny, 
as she indulged in her favorite vices, 
a cigarette and a glass of wine on 
the patio of a London bar. 

Piggeln’s stance is being echoed 
by cash-strapped consumers around 
the world, a trend that is reflected in 
strong financial reports this season 
from some of the biggest so-called 
“sin stocks.” 

Sin stocks, ranging from gam- 
bling to liquor, are usually a safe bet 
in hard times. While shares in some 
of those companies have fallen along 
with stock exchanges this year, 
many are seeing strong sales. 

Anheuser-Busch, the largest

brewer in the U.S., turned a profit in 
the most recent quarter despite fears 
that rising costs for raw materials 
would cut into its bottom line. 

Philip Morris International 
said its earnings rose 23 percent 


in the second quarter, and it raised 
its earnings forecast for this year, 
saying it had not been affected by 
inflationary pressures like other 
consumer products companies. 

Not all the vices have profited. 
There are signs that Lady Luck has 
deserted gambling stocks, while 
the pornography industry is also 
not proving immune to the down- 
turn. Moody’s has downgraded the 
debt of almost 20 gaming compa- 
nies, and four U.S. casinos have 
filed for bankruptcy this year.

‘Ideal’ Weather Invigorates Corn Crop 



Dept, of Agriculture 
predicts second-largest 
harvest in U.S. history 

WAS H I N GTO N I Larmers are on pace 
to produce the second largest corn 
crop and fourth largest soybean 
crop in history, which may lead to 
lower prices for the key grains, the 
government said Tuesday. 

In its first estimates this year 
based on field visits and farm- 
er surveys, the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture raised its esti- 
mate of corn production and said 
“nearly ideal” weather has helped 
Midwestern farmers recover from 
June’s devastating floods. 

That recovery is expected to 
lead to lower prices for corn, soy- 


beans and wheat. That may provide 
some relief to meat producers who 
use corn and soybeans for feed, 
for makers of corn-based ethanol 
and maybe even for supermarket 
shoppers. 


The department forecasts farm- 
ers will harvest 12.3 billion bush- 
els of corn this year, down 6 per- 
cent from last year’s record crop of 
13.1 billion bushels, but 17 percent 
more than the 2006 harvest, (ap) 
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The percentage of voters in Virginia, under the age of 35, of

D.C. Summer Jobs Director Resigns

program, which blew its budget by 
more than $30 million dollars and 
has been plagued with organiza- 
tional problems. 

Summer Spencer, who headed 


the department for just over a year, 
will leave at the end of the month. 
Tene A. Dolphin, Fenty ’s chief of 
staff, will serve as the interim direc- 
tor for DOES, and mayoral spokes- 
person Carrie Brooks will step in 
as his new chief of staff. 

The mayor, who returned from 
a trip to Beijing Monday, made the 
announcements as he prepared to 
deliver the findings of an internal 
report about the missteps with the 
summer jobs program. 

The preliminary findings of 
the internal probe show that the 


Department of Employment 
Services did not have an accu- 
rate count of students enrolled in 
the program, a 
Fenty adminis- 
tration official 
said last week. 
Though many 
participants quit 
or never showed 
up this year, their 
names remained 
on the payroll, said the official, 
who spoke on the condition of ano- 
nymity. 


The program has been beset 
with problems this summer, from 
ballooning employment num- 
bers that resulted from the lack of 
an employment cap, to a payroll 
system that made it impossible 
to tell who was actually working 
and who was merely registered, 
to a computer glitch that led to 
thousands of students not receiv- 
ing their pay on time. Some stu- 
dents weren’t doing any real work, 
instead sitting silently for weeks 
in an auditorium and classrooms.

OLYMPICS MEN’S GYMNASTICS I 
Falling was not an option. Not for 
Sasha Artemev. 

Not for the gymnast who’d been 
tossed aside more times than yes- 
terday’s newspaper but found him- 
self standing there anyway Tuesday, 
getting ready for the final routine of 
the day. The one that would decide 
whether the Americans went home 
with an Olympic medal. 

“I was telling myself, I’m not going 
to fall off this horse. Period,”’ Artemev 
said, a promise he has repeated often 
but kept all too infrequently over his 
rough-and-tumble career. 

This time, he stayed on. He leapt 
into the arms ofhis ecstatic teammates 
when it was over. He got the score he 
needed (15.35) to close the meet and 
help America secure a bronze medal 
that only the most enthusiastic opti- 
mists had thought was possible after 
injuries knocked Paul and Morgan 
Hamm off the team. 

Paul Hamm’s injury made room 
for Raj Bhavsar. Morgan Hamm’s 


injury opened a spot for Artemev, 
the kid with the million- dollar tal- 
ent and the 10 -cent consistency. 

Part of the beauty, and sometimes 
the pain, ofwatching Artemev over the 
years is how beautiful that pommel 
horse routine can be when done cor- 
rectly. He kicks his legs higher, keeps 
them more together, slaps his hands 


more in rhythm than almost anyone 
else. In the middle of the routine, he 
sets one hand on apommel and makes 
a 360-degree pivot — almost impos- 
sible even by world-class standards. 

The problem was that he got 
through the routine unscathed 
only 25 percent of the time in the 
meets that led to the picking of the 


Olympic team. 

“The most nerve-racking 
moment of my life,” said Jonathan 
Horton, describing the feeling of 
watching Artemev. “But I know 
Sasha. There are so many naysayers 
out there who say Sasha crumbles 
under that kind of pressure. But I 
know better.” eddiepells(ap)

Shanteau will undergo 
surgery shortly after 
the Olympic Games 

OLYMPICS SWIMMING I Cancer- 
stricken Eric Shanteau made his 
Olympic debut Tuesday night, 
easily advancing out of the 
200 -meter breaststroke prelimi- 
naries just a couple weeks before 
he will undergo surgery. 

Carrying the hopes of cancer 
survivors he’s heard from since 
going public with his diagnosis last 
month, Shanteau smoothly stroked 
his way through the four-lap race 
and qualified seventh in 2:10.29. 

“This was the longest day of my 
life,” he said. “That’s why I’m glad 
finals are in the morning, because 
you wake up, you race and you’re 
not sitting around thinking about 
it all day.” 

Defying conventional medical 
wisdom, Shanteau decided to put off 
surgery to compete in the Olympics, 
but only after being checked repeat- 
edly to make sure the cancer wasn’t 
spreading and threatening his chanc- 
es of a full recovery. The 24-year-old 
swimmer from Lilburn, Ga., found 
out he had testicular cancer just 
weeks before last month’s U.S. trials, 
where he upset Brendan Hansen to 
earn a trip to China. 

“It was weird walking on deck,” 
Shanteau said. “It almost didn’t 
feel like the Olympic Games.”

U.S. Boxer Loses 
Amid Confusion 


Warren stops attacking 
in final seconds after 
thinking he was ahead 

OLYMPICS BOXING I While Lee 
Ok- sung got his glove fixed with 
35 seconds left, Rau’shee Warren 
turned in his neutral corner and 
searched for a clear voice in the 
cacophony of shouted advice. 

Warren swore he heard somebody 
in the stands yelling “Move! Move!,” 
meaning the world champion fly- 
weight had the lead and should sim- 
ply avoid getting punched to win. His 
coaches were screaming the opposite 
message from their ringside seats, 
because Warren actually trailed 9-8 
and needed to attack. 

In a painfully perfect illustra- 
tion of what might be the U.S. box- 
ing team’s biggest problem, Warren 
listened to what he thought his 
friends, family or teammates were 
telling him. It cost him a chance at 
the medal he waited four years to 
hang around his mother’s neck. 

Warren spent the final moments 
ofhis second Olympics with his gloves 
at his waist Tuesday night, dancing 
in a pointless circle around the South 
Korean former world champion. 

The stunning loss — and the 
head-scratching way it ended — 
crushed the first two-time American 
boxing Olympian in 30 years. 

“It doesn’t feel real,” Warren said, 
pulling up his red tank top to dry his 
tears. “I didn’t feel like I lost the fight, 
because I was fighting hard, doing 
everything the coaches were telling 
me. To get this far and then lose, I 
don’t even know what happened.”

After losing his first fight in 
Athens as a raw 17-year- old light 
flyweight, Warren declined pro 
boxing’s riches and stuck around 
the amateur game solely for a trip to 
Beijing and his desire to present gold 
to his mother, Paulette. Instead, he 
got eight minutes of action capped by 
35 seconds of awful confusion. 

Warren didn’t even know he 
had lost until he heard the news 
from U.S. coach Dan Campbell. 
He threw his headgear in disgust 
before the tears rolled, though he 
later apologized for being “unsports- 
manlike.” 

“There was so much going on 
in the crowd,” Warren said. “When 
I just stood there at the end, I 
thought I was up. To wait this long, 
and then to lose after one fight.”

Fall Comes but Once a Year

Though if you time it

DESTINATIONS I New England’s 
fall foliage typically peaks in late 
September and early October. But 
across the country, leaf-peeping 
season runs longer than you might 
think. 

Autumn comes early in Alaska, 
brushing Denali National Park with 
purple and gold in late August. 
In warmer climates and near sea 
level, fall colors can last well into 
November. Last year, trees in New 
York City’s Central Park were still 
putting on a show the week before 
Thanksgiving. 

And while New England is 
the undisputed queen of classic 
autumn scenery, other regions brag 
about foliage, too, from Yosemite 
National Park in California to 
North Carolina’s mountains to 
Michigan’s Upper Peninsula. The 
U.S. Forest Service links to fall color 



reports in all but a few states at 
Fs.fed.us/news/fallcolors/. 

Verna Pratt, who has co-authored 
five books about Alaska’s native 
plants, grew up in Massachusetts 
and admits that “nothing matches 
the maples” back East in the fall. 
“But there are things that bring good 
colors here in Alaska,” added Pratt, 
who lives in Anchorage. “I love going 
up in the mountains in September 
here to see the yellows of the willows 
and the orange of the blueberries 
and the red of the bearberries and 
the purpley fireweed.” 

In most regions, color appears 
first in northern areas and higher 
elevations, then gradually spreads 
to valleys, coastal areas and south- 
erly regions. But precisely when the 
leaves turn, and how brilliant the 
colors will be, can’t be predicted too 
far in advance, because it depends 
on early fall weather. 

“One of the things that is real- 
ly critical is cool nights,” said 
Howard Neufeld, a professor of 
plant physiology at Appalachian

Day of Thunder 


Stiller successfully 
blends action and 
comedy in new film 

WAR I “Tropic Thunder,” Ben Stiller’s 
extravaganza of a Hollywood sat- 
ire, couldn’t be any more “inside- 
baseball” if it contained referenc- 
es to the infield fly rule and Rule 
5 draft picks. 

This movie-within-a-movie is 


certainly his most ambitious pro- 
duction as a director, and it contains 
some of the biggest belly laughs of 
his career.

Stiller s Spoof: A Joke Too Far? 


Groups representing 
mentally disabled 
seek Tropic’ boycott 

CONTROVERSY | “Tropic Thunder” 
is pushing the envelope too far 
for groups representing the men- 
tally disabled. Dozens of peo- 
ple from organizations such as 
the Special Olympics and the 
American Association of People 
With Disabilities protested the 
movie-industry spoof across the 


street from the film’s Los Angeles 
premiere at Mann’s Bruin Theatre 
on Monday. The protesters held up 
signs with slogans such as “Call me 
by my name, not by my label” and 
chanted phrases such as “Ban the 
movie, ban the word.” 

The groups are outraged over 
scenes featuring the liberal use of a 
disparaging term used to describe 
the mentally disabled. In the movie, 
Ben Stiller plays an actor cast in a 
war movie who previously had a role 
as a mentally disabled character.

Not the Son of Spock 


Adam Nimoy details 
‘Star Trek’s’ effect 
on his life and father 

ANTI-MEMOIR I “I’m going to write 
about the dark times,” Adam 
Nimoy explained to his mother 
when he began working on “My 
Incredibly Wonderful, Miserable 
Life.” 

“Like when you and Dad were 
out of town on some ‘Star Trek’ 
press junket and I was strung out 
on the floor of that men’s room 
downtown ...” 

“That ... that never happened to 


you!” Nimoy ’s mom protested. 

“No, Ma, I know. But that’s what 
people want to hear.” 

From his first meeting with a 
prospective agent, Nimoy had to 
hold on tight to the book he wanted 
to write. Agents wanted the dirt on 
growing up with “Star Trek” tele- 
vision actor Leonard Nimoy, who 
played Mr. Spock. 

Nimoy wanted to write about his 
recovery from 30 years of addiction 
to marijuana and alcohol, about 
the crash and burn of his 18-year 
marriage, about raising two teen- 
age children and, yes, about find- 
ing someone to love. 


Writing the book was a way to 
pull himself out of the depressing 
hole his life had become. Not nec- 
essarily finding himself — that 
obnoxious baby-boomer phrase — 
but asserting his identity, separate 
from his father, from the marriage, 
from drugs. 

In 1975 , Nimoy’s father, Leonard, 
then 44, published his own book 
about the fight for identity titled 
“I Am Not Spock.” 

In “My Incredibly Wonderful, 
Miserable Life,” Nimoy writes 
about the consuming nature of 
his father’s work, the many hours 
and the fans. 


“Since the beginning, people 
have been coming up to Dad from 
every direction wanting something. 
... Naturally, Dad had to be very 
guarded when dealing with these 
types of situations and oftentimes 
he forgot to let his guard down when 
relating to me.” 

Nimoy describes how, for years, 
he would “take my old man out of 
the closet in my mind and give him 
a good thrashing for all the hateful 
things he has said and done through 
the years.” 

It has taken decades, he writes, 
to stop resenting his father, mostly 
by working on his own.

Capitol Hill work areas 
provide clues about 
presidential hopefuls 

By their offices ye shall know 
them. 

The personalities and person- 
al histories of John McCain and 
Barack Obama are as evident in the 
artwork, books and mementoes in 
their Senate offices as in any words 
they may utter. 

McCain’s office oozes comfy clut- 
ter and informality: random piles 
of books, a fortune-cookie message 
taped to the desk, an abundance of 
tchotchkes and bric-a-brac. 

Obama’s office feels more like 
a gallery of modern art: precisely 
placed objects, sparsely adorned 
surfaces, clean lines, choreographed 
displays. 

Both offices show their occu- 
pants’ sentimental streak: McCain 
has a picture of his favorite high 
school teacher and a 1904 Navy 
register that lists his grandfather 
as a midshipman. Obama has a 
photo of the cliff in Hawaii where 
his mother’s ashes were scattered 
into the Pacific and a tiger-beating 
stick from his grandmother’s vil- 
lage in Kenya. 

A walking tour of the offices of 
the presidential candidates sheds 
new light on their occupants: 

MCCAIN 

The Arizona senator’s office was 
decorated by his wife, Cindy, when 
he moved into his current suite in 
the Russell Office Building in 1995. 
She shipped in rugged wooden fur- 
niture, Southwestern artwork, a 
rocking chair and even the brass 
chandeliers. 

Since then the decor has, well, 
evolved. 

Family photos proliferate in hap- 
hazard abundance. Gifts from for- 
eign leaders — an antique sword, an 


18th-century muzzleloader, a knife 
and sheath — are propped here and 
there, booty from overseas trips. 
Random stuffed animals are part 
of the scene, a dancing hamster in 
nautical attire among them. 

McCain, an avid reader, has 
books stacked seven- or eight-high 
along the length of a windowsill. 

The desktop is a repository for 
this and that: a Barry Goldwater 
bobblehead, a stuffed Teddy 
Roosevelt, foam dice, a mug full of 
bird feathers, a stuffed green witch 
with “Army” written on her hat, a 
bracelet bearing the name of a sol- 
dier killed in Iraq, various patches, 
rocks, coins and pins. 

A note scrawled by a young 
constituent reads, “Please call us

or We’ll call you.” The desk itself 
once belonged to Goldwater, the 
Arizona senator much admired 
by McCain. 

Many of the items in the office 
are trinkets that friends and visi- 
tors have handed the Republican 
senator. 

“Some of them he finds really 
cute and he keeps them — and they 
stay, and stay and stay,” said Mark 
Busey, the senator’s chief of staff. 

Slipped under the desk’s glass 
cover is a handwritten phone 
number for McCain’s spry-at-96 
mother, labeled “Roberta at home.” 


but Senate officials eventually found 
an identical replacement. 

Obama has a “wall of heroes” 
containing historic photos of 
those the senator admires. Abe 
Lincoln is there, as well as Gandhi, 
Martin Luther King Jr., and John F. 
Kennedy. The arrangement includes 
a framed original program from 
the 1963 March on Washington 
during which King delivered his “I 
Have a Dream” speech. There also 
is a framed copy of the Life maga- 
zine cover from 1965 showing civil 
rights marchers in Selma, Ala. It is 
signed by John Lewis, a protester 
who was bludgeoned at Selma and 
now is a member of Congress.

displays a more personal collec- 
tion of photos taken by his former 
personal assistant, David Katz, an 
amateur photographer.

The decor is carefully choreo- 
graphed. When an assistant shifted 
the location of one painting while 
Obama was away, the senator had 
it moved back.

Beijing Olympics 

Washington Post sports writer LIZ 
CLARKE was online Tuesday from 
Beijing to answer questions aboutthe 
first weekend of competition atthe 
2008 Olympics. 

Liz, have there been any restric- 
tions put on you, or columnists like 
Sally Jenkins, about being critical 
of the games or the way things are 
being handled? 

Nothing overt. But this issue seems 
to be hanging over everything we 
do. I will tell you an annoying, dis- 
turbing thing that happened to me 
yesterday. The Post has its own 
Internet access here in the media 
compound, and it works great — 
just like at home. However, when 
you are at Olympic venues using 


the Internet service provided by 
the government, it is not only much 
slower, but it freezes up altogether 
if you put certain key words in a 
Google search. 

What’s the average age of China’s 
“women’s” gymnastics team? 

This is a question of great dispute. 
Officially, China’s women’s team 
has one 20-year-old; four 16-year- 
olds; and one 15-year-old whose 
birthday is Aug. 26. But there are 
many, Bela Karolyi included, who 
believe several are 14 or younger. 
There reportedly are documents 
from junior competitions that sup- 
port this claim. 

President Bush seemed to be truly 
enjoying himself. Have you had a 
chance to chat with him? Do you 
think the U.S. athletes enjoyed his 
support or did they found it a dis- 
traction? 


As for the athletes, every one I 
have spoken with and every com- 
ment I’ve read suggests that they 
are genuinely honored that he was 
here to support them.

experiments with chocolate- cov- 
ered bacon, chocolate caviar and 
hot candy bars. It’s unlike any of 
the labs that the former biomedi- 
cal engineer has worked in most of 
her life: Sidhu’s last pre-pastry job 
was designing medical equipment 
for the Navy. 

“I always had a passion for pas- 
try,” says Sidhu, who started bak- 
ing as a child. “But I was brought 
up with parents saying you should 
be an engineer.” While at the Navy, 
she took a few classes at LAcademie 
de Cuisine, but the idea of mak- 
ing it a full-time career came only 
after she left her job in 1997 to stay 
at home with her kids. By the time 
she decided to get back to work rive 
years later, she was too rusty in engi- 
neering to return. So, she decided on 
pastry, an idea she had been toying 
with while developing her domestic 
side as a mom. “It wasn’t a surprise, 
but my parents couldn’t understand 
why I wasn’t happy staying at home 
to bake cakes,” says Sidhu. 

It turns out that pastry isn’t a 
far leap from engineering either. 


Assembling showpiece sugar and 
chocolate sculptures involves 
drawings similar to architectural 
designs. And knowing chemistry 
helps Sidhu create fun, new sugary 
treats. “Chocolate is such a complex 
substance because it’s a crystal,” she 
says. “You have to really understand 
its molecular structure.”

ago. Babin, 40, was working long 
days at Charlie McBride Associates 
while attending Georgetown law 
school at night.

love food.” His background comes in 
handy. Besides negotiating leases, he 
says that every time he plans a new 
restaurant or changes an existing one 
of his group’s rive, it’s like drawing up 
a business plan for a new client. 

Evidence of Mark Kuller’s tax law 
background comes in the form of 
Proof s newly opened summer side- 
walk patio in Gallery Place. Getting 
the permits took months of wran- 
gling with city ofricials, something 
Kuller, 55, has plenty of experience 
with after practicing tax law for 20 
years. For years, he toyed with the 
idea of opening the type of restau- 
rant he loved to frequent. But he only 
started researching property in 2005 
after recovering from a divorce. “The 
idea had been percolating inside of 
me, but it’s hard to leave a big-time 
law firm and big money,” says Kuller.

room. He talked to other owners 
and researched restaurants like 
A.O.C. in Los Angeles. The pie-in- 
the-sky dream came true when the 
wine-centered restaurant opened its 
doors last year. Now Proofs dining 
room is packed every night of the 
week, and it’s winning nods from 
restaurant critics. 

If anything, Kuller has learned 
that he has been too successful. “I 
never expected people would lin- 
ger for two or three hours — my 
competitors do a lot more busi- 
ness,” he says. And even though 
it pays less, owning a restaurant 
has made Kuller the envy of his 
high-profile law colleagues. “A lot 
of people come and say to me, ‘You 
are living my dream.’” 

For Kuller and Babin, it took law 
degrees and business experience to 
start a restaurant, but those looking 
to work in one need a different kind 
of education. It took Sidhu more 
than rive years to go from engineer 
to Co Co. Sala’s owner. She gradu- 
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ated from the professional Pastry 
Arts program at L’Academie de 
Cuisine in 2003 and then worked 
at 2941 in Virginia before setting 
up her own shop. 

Former model and accountant 
Carla Hall, 44, jump-started her 
own company. Alchemy Catering, 
with cookbooks, only later round- 
ing out her background with cook- 
ing school. The Howard University 
graduate worked as an accountant 
at PWC and then left for Europe 
to model at runway shows like 
Betsey Johnson and Workers for 
Freedom. She fell in love with food 
in Paris while showing off her svelte 
frame. In Europe, though she did 
not cook, she picked up cookbooks 
lured by beautiful photographs and 
complete “how tos” on Italian and 
French cuisine. 

After three years in Europe, she 
returned to Washington, living with 
her sister while figuring out her next 
move. “The fluke came when I made 
food for my sister’s baby shower in 
1991 ,” says Hall who by then had 
started experimenting with her cook-

books. She brought the leftovers to a 
friend’s workplace. Inspired by her 
friend who said that she wished she 
could eat like that all the time, the 
next day Hall loaded a basket with 
creamy, sweet chess pies, turkey bis- 
cuits and lemon blueberry bread and 
sold them at nearby offices. Within 
a week, the Lunch Bunch had seven 
clients. For four years, she cooked 
soup, breads, cakes and other food, 
concentrating on making healthy 
food for the black community. 

Then in 1995, she, too, went to 
the LAcademie de Cuisine to bone 
up her skills. After graduating, she 
worked in hotel kitchens before 
starting Alchemy Caterers, where 
she has prepared food for A1 Gore’s 
political fundraisers and corporate 
clients like the Smithsonian. Now 
Hall is the teacher, leading class- 
es at Sur La Table. Still, she says, 
it takes more than training to be 
a good chef “You have to put love 
in your food,” says Hall. “If you are 
not in a good mood, the only thing 
you should make is a reservation.”

court, anyone?). 

Brian Grossbard loves it. He 
handles tours full time for Guide 
Service of Washington, the area’s 
oldest and largest tour-guide com- 
pany. “I get the opportunity every 
day to see Washington through the 
eyes of someone seeing it for the first 
time,” he says. “I’m a news and polit- 
ical and history junkie, so the Mall 
still moves me every time.” 

Grossbard has worked for the 
B’nai B’rith Youth Organization 
(in activities), Hillel Foundation 
(running a college center) and 
the Jewish Community Relations 
Council in Cincinnati (public and 


community relations). While living 
in Israel, he trained as a tour guide, 
“which basically means learning the 
whole country.” 

After moving to Washington 
with his wife and caring for their 
daughter, now a toddler, “I 
decided to do something I 
was passionate about,” so 
he contacted the Guild 
of Professional Tour 
Guides of Washington, 

D.C., for options 
(WashingtonIXirourGuides. 
com). 

To lead tours in the District, 
only a license and two-year resi- 
dency are required — though tal- 
ent, wit, knowledge and business 
skills help. Community colleges and 
other organizations offer formal 
training, but Neil Amrine, president 
of the 44 -year-old Guide Service 
of Washington (202-628-2842; 
DCTourGuides.com), says his is the 
only local one that guarantees work 


for those who make it through. 

Grossbard, 37, trained last win- 
ter — eight hours a day, twice a week 
for eight weeks. Most training is on 
foot and a bus. “We teach the routes, 
where to park, what to say and not 
say, the best order to go in, how 
long to spend, where to 
stand for good photos,” 
says Amrine. 

“We do practice 
sessions with the mic: 
‘Tell us how to get to 
Georgetown.’ The driver 
might play dumb and get 
lost. That could really mess up 
traffic — another reason we train 
people in January and February.” 
The course and a two-year license 
cost about $600; enrollment aver- 
ages 25 to 30. 

Amrine’s company has 100 
guides on contract, most of them 
older or retired. They are paid by 
the tour, without benefits but with 
gratuities. 


On average, freelance tour guides 
earn $35 to $40 an hour with a four- 
hour minimum, says a well-con- 
nected, 22-year Washington guide 
who has worked with dozens of cli- 
ents and destination management 
companies. Those who also help 
private clients with suggestions or 
group appointments at museums 
can earn $50 an hour. 

“I have friends in offices who 
make money hand over fist and are 
miserable,” Grossbard says. “My 
pay’s not in the same ballpark, but 
it doesn’t have to be, because I have 
so much job satisfaction.” 

Though clients include conven- 
tioneers, foreigners and marching 
bands, Grossbard works main- 
ly with middle -schoolers. At the 
Vietnam and World War II memori- 
als, “kids are so moved by something 
that happened years before they 
were born. I want them to see the 
mementos left there, the notes and 
buttons and teddy bears. Eighth- 


graders clap, cheer, and thank these 
veterans for their service. They can 
learn and get the context and pass 
that understanding along.” 

Adults “want more depth and 
detail. I can connect the wars for 
them,” he says. “The first thing I tell 
them is please don’t take offense if I 
sound over-knowledgable about things 
I didn’t live through but they did.” 

And since Eliot Spitzer resigned 
as governor of New York in March, 
“they all want to drive past the 
Mayflower [Hotel],” the location of

his infamous call-girl tryst. “That’s 
become a hot spot.” 

Hours are flexible. Grossbard 
makes himself available six or seven 
days a week, but most guides work 
daily in spring and sporadically 
the rest of the year. Days include 
downtime — between gigs or wait- 
ing for groups as they tour, say, a 
Smithsonian museum, all of which 
have their own docents — during 
which guides can read a book or 
grab a snack. 

There are grins, too. Many peo- 
ple think Washington and Jefferson 
are buried at their iconic memorials. 
Kids often want to know why Mount 
Rushmore isn’t nearby; Grossbard 
tells them “we don’t have big enough 
mountains.” 

And there are potentially life- 
changing moments. In May, a two- 
bus group arrived at the Supreme 
Court with students and parents 
— one of whom had clerked for 
Clarence Thomas years before. The 
taciturn justice closed the court- 
room, talked for 30 minutes and 
took questions for 45 more. 

Grossbard and a fellow guide 
watched in awe. “That sort of thing 
makes my job worthwhile,” he says. 

Grossbard remembers being a 
student on the same sort of tours 
the kids take today. “I love living 
in a place that people love coming 
to,” he says. “If you like the outdoors 
and have an interest in teaching 
our history, I really encourage you

As Starbucks falls, 
independent coffee 
shops ride out the 
economy’s woes 

After Starbucks Coffee recent- 
ly announced it was closing 600 
stores, the questions started almost 
immediately for Howard Schultz, 
the man who turned the Seattle 
company into a coffee behemoth, 
and for Dale Roberts, the propri- 
etor of the Java Shack, a tiny cof- 
feehouse in Arlington. 

“How is everything?” people 
asked Roberts. “I didn’t realize 
things were so bad,” they added. 

Schultz’s answer to the questions 
is to get a little smaller to concen- 
trate on doing things better.

Roberts’ answer to all the ques- 
tions: “We’re fine.” 

In fact, he is more than fine. His 
first-quarter sales were up 23 percent. 
The second quarter: up 12.5 percent. 
His foot traffic is up. His business 
is energized. Not only has Roberts 
survived an onslaught of Starbucks 
shops but now he feels he is doing to 
them what everyone thought they 
would do to him: beating ’em. 

“I think there is a surge of people 
wanting to go back and feel at home 
with coffee,” Roberts said, sitting at 
a corner table in his shop. He’s not 
blind to the irony: “We were the peo- 
ple they were trying to get rid of.” 

Roberts’ shop and other inde- 
pendents are not solely responsible 
for Starbucks’ troubles, which many 
analysts are blaming on extreme over- 
expansion. But analysts and other 
coffee business owners say the mas- 
sive size of the Seattle-based chain 
has provided an opening for smaller, 
craftier operations to thrive. 

Roberts’ coffee empire measures 
no more than 1,500 square feet,

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including the outdoor patio. The 
\valls inside are yello\v and blue. 
Outside, he lets customers paint 
the tables. The baristas make the 
espresso themselves, no matter ho\v 
many salesmen come through with 
an automatic machine that would 
steam the milk all on its own. The 
person making the drink talks to 
the customer who ordered it. The 
scene is what Schultz originally 
intended with Starbucks, but even 
he now admits that atmosphere 
has drifted away as the company 
has grown. 

But little independents are not 
immune to many of the problems

Starbucks faces, including the soar- 
ing cost of milk. Analysts say that 
Starbucks can weather those surges 
better than independents because 
it buys in bulk from major distribu- 
tors. Roberts looks for milk deals 
at Costco. 

Martin Mayorga, whose coffee- 
roasting operation has blossomed 
into several Mayorga coffee shops 
in the Washington region, said 
his prices are a little higher than 
Starbucks’, but his retail business 
is growing by about 9 percent. “It’s 
an odd time,” he said. “I almost feel 
like I’m missing something. Maybe 
I am benefiting from the decrease 
in foot traffic.” 

Are people like Mayorga happy 
that Starbucks is having prob- 
lems? 

“God knows there are many peo- 
ple who would love to see me fail,” he 
said. “I’ve learned never to be happy 
when someone else fails.” 

But he’s an entrepreneur, too, 
and he knows to jump through an 
opening when he sees one. He is 
negotiating to lease a new space in 
Maryland where Starbucks planned 
to open but backed out. The broker 
called him instead. 

“It’s a crazy thing,” he said. “This 
great opportunity opened up.”

Whenever her equipment changes, 
Fallon has to adjustthe way pieces 
are analyzed. “Everything technol- 
ogy-wise is always being updat- 
ed,”shesays. She also spends time 
doing administrative work — talk- 
ing to curators, photographers and 
working outthe logistics of an exhi- 
bition. Conservators can also work 
as private contractors, often working 
in their own studios, doing conser- 
vation workfor private clients. 


Fallon says she likes working with 
the museum curators and learn- 
ing aboutthe individual pieces 
she works on. “If you work private- 
ly, you don’t necessarily have that,” 
she says. “I think it has its pros and 
cons.” 


HOW YOU CAN GET THIS JOB: A 

graduate degree is required for any- 
one interested in pursuing con- 
servation work. Only afew gradu- 
ate programs in the U.S. — eight in 
all — specialize in conservation, so 
competition is fierce. Courses in art 


history, studio art and chemistry are 
recommended for undergraduates, 
as well as internships or apprentice- 
ships. Before Fallon earned her grad- 
uate degree, she worked as a map 
cutter in the conservation lab atthe 
NPG. She then went on to gradu- 
ate from Columbia University with 
a degree in paper and book conser- 
vation.

As summer draws 
to an end, refresh 
your career with 
9 important tips 

You never want to mess up a chance 
for a good job. Especially not when 
openings are few and half the peo- 
ple in the area seem to be compet- 
ing for them. 

Even if you’re happy where you 
are, these tips from local experts 
might help. “It’s a big mistake to 
think, ‘They’d never lay me off,”’ says 
Lynne Waymon, CEO of Contacts 
Count, a nationwide training firm 
in Silver Spring. “Ha, ha — they 
sure can!” 

First, from Robbie Miller Kaplan, 
author of nine books including 
“Sure-Hire Resumes”: 

1. Does blasting your resume to 
employers’ fax machines or Web 
sites make sense? 

Use your network to get your resume 
into the hands of the hiring man- 
ager. It’s still the best way to circu- 
late your resume. 

2. What’s the easiest mistake to 
avoid? 

Creating a cookie-cutter resume 
without taking the time to research 


jobs of interest, learn the most desir- 
able qualifications or express your 
unique qualities. 

3. When starting out, is it more 
important to emphasize education 
or job history? 

Begin with your most valuable 
qualifications. Ask, “Is my degree 
more viable than my experience?” 
“Dos my experience, internships. 


externships, leadership or volun- 
teer activities align with the job 
requirements?” 

Tips on networking from Waymon 
of Contacts Count and co-author of 
“Make Your Contacts Count”: 

I. What’s the biggest misconcep- 
tion about networking? 

That it’s about talking and taking. 
Instead, it’s about teaching and giv- 


ing. The best way to promote your- 
self is to promote others. 

2. How do you make an elevator 
speech not sound canned? 

In just two sentences, tell about 
a time when you saved the day, 
solved the problem or served the 
client. This breaks people’s listen- 
er pattern; they’re used to hear- 
ing titles. 


3. How should I best find a mentor? 

If there’s no formal mentoring pro- 
gram at your company, try an asso- 
ciation. Networking works best if 
you’re totally aboveboard. Ask, “You 
seem experienced in this Reid. Can 
you recommend anyone?” If the per- 
son likes you, she may offer herself; 
otherwise, you may just get a rec- 
ommendation. 

And from Beth French, district 
manager for Randstad, which con- 
nects employers with both tempo- 
rary and permanent employees: 

1. Do you have to wear a suit to the 
interview? 

It’s very important to dress appro- 
priately, which usually means 
conservatively. In a business-ca- 
sual place, you don’t necessarily 
need a suit, but wear a shirt and 
tie or a nice blouse with a skirt 
or pants. 

2. What else makes the best pre- 
sentation? 

Be on time or early. Take out pierc- 
ings; cover any tattoos. Bring a copy 
of your resume and a small portfolio 
with paper and pen. Shut off your 
cell phone or beeper, or leave it in 
the car. Don’t interrupt. 

3. What about your thank-you note? 

Keep it short. Note your value as 
an employee and your continued 
interest in the position. If you met 
several people, follow up with your 
contact to get all e-mail or postal 
addresses. We find that these days

The Write Stuff 


Would-be scribes 
have more options 
than ever; here are 
three ways to do it 

“I’m a writer” is a phrase so broad 
it’s almost meaningless. Example: 

Eric Kimball is writing. He 
knows how his story ends and he 
knows how it begins, but the mid- 
dle is muddled. His outline so far 
says “stuff happens” — shorthand 
for “I’ll figure out what happens 
here later.” He stands, sighs and 
goes for a walk around the block 
to clear his head. 

Kimball, 33, isn’t a novelist or a 
writer of short stories. He doesn’t fit 
the stereotype of the lone wolf sit- 
ting in a dusty study, banging away 
at the keys of a laptop or scribbling 
with a favorite pen, praying the mail 
will bring checks, not rejection let- 
ters. Kimball writes comics. 

“I like dialogue, I like well- 
turned phrases,” he says, “and I 
don’t like description that much. 
I’ve never enjoyed the sort of, ‘His 
hair was like a summer stream.’ 
I can never get it to work right. I 
like listening to people talk.” So, 
Kimball decided not to fight his tin 


ear for description and let an artist 
draw his stuff. 

Christiana Trenum is writing. 
She’s pulled out one of the three 
notebooks she keeps with her, jot- 
ting journal entries that will some- 
day become music. The 23-year-old 
singer-songwriter from Gainesville, 
Va., wants to go full time with music

in the next year and a half, but not 
necessarily as an artist. “My plan of 
attack is I will be pitching music to 
some publishing companies ...just 
selling my material.” Until then, 
she’s working in marketing while 
penning her songs. 

David Eskola is writing. Coffee 
cup by his keyboard, stacks of ref- 
erence books on his desk — Strunk 
and White, Stedman’s Medical 
Dictionary, a well-worn thesaurus. 


By the end of the day, he’ll need 
to have a speech written for the 
president of the American Medical 
Association. That’s a tight deadline, 
considering the old adage: “It usu- 
ally takes more than three weeks to 
prepare a good impromptu speech.” 
So, he types away, hoping to get a 
draft done before lunch. 

So, if you write it, they will come. 
(k)od news for linguaphiles who don’t 
like traditional writing careers laid out 
in MEA programs — poet, novelist, 
what have you — but who want to 
put their word-slinging skills into 
something a little more in-depth 
than composing an e-mail. 

But you have to pay your bills, 
too. 

“There’s money in comics . . . but 
there are very few people with an 
extremely comfortable career,” says 
Jason Rodriguez, a local comic 
writer and editor whose anthology 
“Postcards: True Stories That Never 
Happened” scooped two Harvey 
nominations and one Eisner nomi- 
nation. Rodriguez and Chris Piers, 
another D.C. comics scene nota- 
ble, teach a Writing for Comics 
workshop at the Writer’s Center in 
Bethesda, covering both the craft of 
writing and the business of pitch- 
ing scripts to publishers.

Rodriguez — who still has a day 
job, despite spending hours most 
nights working on his comic proj- 
ects — explains that most of the 
money a comic book writer sees 
is from the extras: selling T-shirts, 
movie rights and so on. “Just look at 
the people who work on one book 
— with ‘Postcards,’ there were 32 
people working on that book . . . and 
they all get their cut.” 

Same with the music biz. When 
that guidance counselor told you 
there was no money in your high 
school band, she wasn’t just com- 
menting on your musical ability. 

Jen and Scott Smith of 
Baltimore-based Naked Blue led a 
workshop in Alexandria on the craft 
of song writing — to be successful, 
they said, a writer has to juggle 


artistic integrity with commercial 
appeal, going as far as to track song 
trends from week to week. They 
release their own music (up to five 
albums now), but they supplement 
their income by producing records 
for other bands and doing market- 
ing work. “They’re little side things 
that are in the [music] business 
but not strumming a guitar,” says 
Scott Smith. Still, the duo has been 
remarkably successful by music- 
world standards: They’ve toured the 
United States, the United Kingdom 
and Germany; sold their songs to 
other musicians; and seen their 
work appear in film and TV. 

Others in the music biz may not 
be so lucky: according to BMI, a 
music rights organization, a song- 
writer may earn only $500 in his 


lifetime unless he manages to score 
a top-of-the-charts hit. (More 
detailed salary information was 
not available from BMI at the time 
of publication.) 

Speech writing is a bit differ- 
ent, as many here are employed full 
time. But according to the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics, the competition 
for these jobs, as with any career 
that welcomes wordsmiths and 
English majors, is fierce. 

David Eskola, 46, got into 
speech writing after he won a fel- 
lowship to study telecommuni- 
cations policy on Capitol Hill. “I 
liked it so much I decided to stay,” 
he said. So, he started doing press 
work first for Rep. Jim Chapman, 
D- and then Sen. Dale Bumpers, 
D-Ark. Both were “very skilled 


public speakers ... Bumpers was 
considered one of the best orators 
in the Senate.” That pushed him 
in the direction of speech writing, 
and Eskola finally moved to the 
American Medical Association 
in 2001. 

Does none of these careers sound 
appealing? “Being able to just write a 
sentence in English, to communicate 
a thought clearly, puts you ahead of 90 
percent of the people out there,” says 
Eskola. Writers can put their pens 
to work on greeting cards, slogans.

blogs, even catalog copy. (Somebody 
has to describe Skymall’s nose-hair 
trimmers and automatic tie-rollers, 
after all, and by all accounts, it’s a fun 
place to work. “I totally have a ton 
of our junk, and I love it,” says Joey 
O’Donnell, who works in the mar- 
keting department of the Phoenix, 
Ariz.-based company. “Where else 
can you get an upside-down tomato 
garden or a garden yeti?”) 

The money does vary; blog- 
ging, for example, isn’t known for 
paying much (yet), but commer- 
cial writing can be very lucrative, 
with a nationwide median hourly 
wage of $35. 

Of course, plenty write for love, 
not for cash. Kimball, for example, 
took Rodriguez and Piers’ class to “get 
better at what I’m doing.” Kimball’s 
online comics (Exiern.com, for one) 
are making “a little bit of extra 
spending money” through an online 
donation system. He writes the 
dialogue, pays a freelance artist to 
illustrate the pages, and pockets a 
little more on the side — which he 
then reinvests in his fledgling busi- 
ness, out of what he says is a sense 
of duty. “It would be like if you 
love to go on the water slide, and 
people came up and said, ‘Here’s 
some money; go play on the water 
slide.’ I love it. 

“People are reading my comic 
and people are paying me to make 
a comic I love. ... I feel an obliga- 
tion to do it as best I can.”
